The prim ary purpose of the 
dryer is, of course, the drying 
of 
penuts. The m oisture con­ 
tent of the 
enuts 
can

I brought down to 8 or 9 
per 
c ..u. At .h is 
cr cent m oisture 
the • < nuts are m ore desireable 
for the shelling operation. 
Before this drying unit was 
perfected, penuts were allowed 
to dry or “cure” in the fields. 
Exposure to the elem ents o f­ 
ten brought 
about 
a 
lower 
grade, thus a 
lower price for 
the farm er. This unit takes all 
the guess “ work w ork’ 
out of 
the curing process. 
Each load 
of 
penuts is carefully tested 
for their m oisture content be­ 
fore placed in the dryer. Once 
in the dryer the penuts are sub­ 
jected to a 
tem prature of ap­ 
proxim ately 120 degree and are 
under strice supervision 
until 
the m oisture content is reduc­ 
ed to 8 or 9 per cent.
